In his early years Chick w as a good 
type of the golfer who sl ashed out 
long hits an d suffered the usual p en ­ 
alty of inaccuracy.

ed th at any good golfer could get a 
long enough tee shot if he c o n c e n tra t­ 
ed 
(in 
acc uracy 
and 
consequently 
drove a shorte r bull. 
A fter m a n y 
m o n th s of experimen t he decided th a t 
the way to get an a cc u ra te hull was 
to force his club to he at exact right 
angles with the line of flight to the 
hole for at least six inches hack of 
the ball and six inches throu gh and 
past it. 
It w a s in th e second y ear of 
these experi ments th a t be discovered

calls a vibratory movement caused by 
the forward an d bac kw ard move ment

With tile club head th u s d ra w n 
hack, Chick keeps tile club almost on 
the giS'und until It is forced u p w a rd 
by the asce nding arms. 
As nearly as 
humanly possible, the face of the club 
rem ain s ut right angles to the line 
throughout th e entire swing.

short back swing. C hick’s 
normal point of turning for the down 
stroke being when the club Is only 
a trifle p ast the perpendicular.

nearly th a n with any other s t a r p la y­ 
er, the club comes ba rk on th e line it 
took going up and is hack exactly at 
right angles to the line a foot or more 
before th e hull
